Divorced Persons Not to Be Married 


by Episcopal Minister, Whether In- 
nocent or Guilty- Membership in 


Church to Be Withdrawn from Di- 
vorced Person Who Marries Again 


' New York, Nov. 15.—Radical action 
on the subject of divorce and remar- 
riage was taken today by a committee 
representing, the protestant episcopal 
church of America. 
If the recommen- 


dations of the committee are adopted 
by the general 
conference of the 


church at its meeting in San Francisco 
next October persons of Episcopalian 
faith who have been divorced cannot 
be remarried by an Episcopal minis- 
ter unless the divorce has been grant- 
ed for causes existing before the first 
marriage. 


This will 'operate to prevent mar- 


riage by 'either party to a divorce 
suit, whether guilty or innocent. 


Another provision recommended ex- 


cludes from all means of grace with- 
in the dispensation of the church any 
divorced person who shall have mar- 
ried and be living with husband or 
wife, as the case may be, while the 
other party to the divorce is still liv- 
ing. 


This cannon applies only to the of- 


fending party of a divorce and out- 
laws the offender from church fellow- 
ship.. 
It provides for his readoption 


in the fold,' however, on condition th-at 
he becomes truly penitent and sepa- 
rates from the party of the second 
marriage, or if he should be in danger 
of. immediate death and show the 
spirit of true repentance.

Ohio Retains It* Position as Fourth 


State-Makes a Gain of 


132 Per Cent. 


Washington, Nov. 15.—A census bul- 


letin on the population of Ohio issued 
this afternoon tells a story of almost 
unexampled growth of that common- 
wealth since 1880, 
when its people 


were first numbered officially. 


One hundred years ago the Buckeye 


state had 45,365 poeple, and' ranked 
efghteenth among the sister 
states. 


Ten years later Ohio was the thir- 
teenth state and had multiplied five 
times over, having 2S0.760 people. 


A magnificent leap forward als!b was 


made in the decade between 1810 and 
1820, the state having by tha latter 
the fifth in rank. 


From that time Ohio continued to 


grow proportionately, and in 1840 was 
the third state in rank, holding this 
place in successive years up to 1890, 
wnen it was forced to give way to 
Illinios and take fourth place.' 
In 


1900 Ohio is again fourth. 
'. Since 1890 Ohio has gained 485,224 
people an increase of 13.2 per 
cent. 


Between 1880 and 1890 the staro gain- 
ed 474,254 in population, or 14.8 per 
cent showing how steady has been its 
progress.

AMERICAN CONTINENT. 


New Detail, of Chinese Missionaries' 


Early Vojage-Fusang Was A in er- 
ic»—Pekin Disclosures Due to Stu- 
dents' Search for Records of Boxer* 
—Revelation for Scientists. 


Washington,

facts of great interest concerning the 
finding of Chinese records which show 
that the Mongolians discovered Amer- 
ica in the year 449 A. D. were obtain- 
ed yesterday. 
Prom absolutely relia- 


ble resources it is learned that the 
substance of the news from Peking is 
as follows: 


Ma Twau Lin, a Chinese scholar " 


m a research among the musty offi- 
cial records of China brought forth an 
account of the voyage of Hwui Shan to 
"Fusang" (Mexico), where he left five 
missionaries in the year 499. 


Hwui Shan sailed from a port of 


China along the coast of Kamchatka- 
thence his little bark skirted the Aleu- 
tian (Fox) islands, finally reaching 
Alaska where he landed, and whose ' 
inhabitants Hwui Shan describes in 
the records just as found by Ma Twan 
Lin, 
. 
. i - 


Coasted Down Pacific. 
''".'":'. 


Leaving Alaska the Chinese "sailed'"' 


down the Pacific, hugging the shore,'!., 
fearing the storms.of the open, seal,'.' 
Mexico was finally reached .where die 
little band x>f five missionaries landed 


These missionaries made themselves 


felt on the crude civilization of ihe na- 
tives. As told in last night's dispatch,- 
temples were built and the inhabitants 
of what is now Mexico anil Lower 
California were initiated into the an- 
cient faith of the Mongolian. 
China 


at that time, as everyone knows, was 
far ahead of the rest of the world in 
all the arts and sciences. 
The five 


missionaries 
undoubtedly instructed 


the natives in architecture, the fash- 
ioning of instruments of war 
and 


peace, and the art of painting and dec- 
orating. 
All of these signs remain 


in the ruins in Mexico and neighbor- 
ing sections described in M. de Char- 
nay's "Ancient Cities of the 
New 


world." 


Alaskan Traditions Recalled. 


The greatest possible interest is at- 


tached to this report, because tradi- 
tion among the natives of Alaska tells 
of the appearance of centuries ago of 
a strange people, coming from a far- 
off land. 


Tradition has it, it is said, that the 


Chinese at that time made numerous 
attempts to reach the new continent, 
which they evidently knew about. The 
sailing vessels were small, and this 
explains why the adventurous Hwui - 
Shan guided his unwieldly vessel along 
the line of the r. Aleutian islands, up 
around to Alaska, which he must have 
seen was a new and vast region. 


That he landed in Alaska the rec- 


ords found by Ma Twan Lin show, lor 
the evidence is that Hwui Shan return- 
ed from his voyage in safety and was 
able to write of it for the benefit of 
his countrymen. 
Alaska must have

:many years was in Shopiere andr'lat- 
•er in Beloit. but now resides with a 
•daughter 
at Redfield, South Dakota. 


Mr. Clark was of New England pa- 
rentage, his father's birthplace being 
'in the town of Colchester, Connecticut 
and that of his mother in the town of 
"Hanover, New Hampshire. 


When a boy only sixteen years of 


•age, in company with an older broth- 
er, he came to Beloit, arriving there 
.April 14, 1837, after a long, and ted- 
ious journey overland 
from 
Grass 


"Lake, Michigan. Soon after reaching 
Beloit he was taken seriously ill and 
-came very. near dying, lying uncon- 
scious for three weeksj and he owed 
"his life to the^ care and nursing of an 
•older sister, the wife of Henry Mears, 
-who was so closely connected with the 
-early 
history 
of Beloit township 


.and whose 
son, Rev. Lucian Mears, 


now dead, claimed the honor of being 
''the first child born in Beloit. 


For a time Mr. Clark worked for 


"Mr. Blodgett, of Beloit. He finally 
^purchased two portions of land near 
Shopiere, 
his 
brother-in-law, 
Mr. 


Swingle, owning a tract between those 
owned by Mr. Clark and another tract 
'west of Mr. Clark, while another 
Brother-in-law, Caleb Culver, selected 
land joining Mr. Swingle on the north 
and Mr.Clark on the west. In Becem- 
iber, 1846,. Mr. Clark married Miss 
lElecta M. Woolsey. A few years after 
3ie sold the western portion of his 
land to William Dodge and built a 
t>arn on the eastern portion, in w>hich 
th«y lived 
until a house .could be 


"built. Three children came to bless 
their home, Eugenia, Jennie and Ar- 
thur. Mr. and Mrs. Clark celebrated 
Iheir silver wedding in 1871. 


In March, 1874, Mrs. Clark died, the 


slaughters following soon after, Eu- 
•genia, who marreid S. G-. Liscomb, dy- 
ing in November, 1875, and Jennie, in 
.'March, 1879, both 
in the bloom of 


-young womanhood, of that dread dis-

Tied Esther J. Curtiss, a sister of Mrs. 
C. M. Treat and Sylvanius Curtiss,

Mr. and Mrs. Clark reached their 


•twenty-fifth wedding anniversary last

Mr. Clark was very thorough anc

"He dearly loved to talk of the early

-when Racine was the nearest mar 
iet, and his eyes would sparkle as he 
•/recounted the experiences and hard 
ships of the early settlers. 


Among the many bygone incidents

The snow was very deep 
"with only a track for the traveler to 
tread. Mr. Clark was returning home 
one day on horseback and when neat 
Turtleville to discovered a squirrel in 
the track ahead of him.
